CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt handed a 
“posilive reply” to U.N. envoy Gun- 
mar Jarring yesterday, indicating 
acceptance of his proposals for 2 
Middle East peace settlement, poli- 
teal sources said. The reply was 
transmitted via Egypt's chief UN. 
delegate, Dr. Mohamed Hassan al 
Zayyat, in New York. 

Deputy Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister Mahmoud Riad yesterday called 
in the Big Four representatives and 
outlined the text of Egypt's reply. 
Mr, Ried received, in turn, the 
American permanent representative, 
Donald Bergus, Soviet Ambassador 
Viedimir Vinogradov, France's Fran- 
cois Puaux and Sir Richard Beau- 
mont of Britain. 

No detatis were relezsed on the 
Egyptian message end no official 
outline has been given of the Jar- 
ring proposals. But Cairo newspa- 
pers said the envoy suggested a 
withdrawal -of Israel troops from 
Sinai and the stationing of an in- 
ternational police force at Sharm 
e-Sheikb. 

President Sadat yesterday confer- 
red privately for two hours with 
visiting Yugoslav President Tito, 
but no statement was Issued. The 
two Presidents were earlier repor- 
ted to have wound up their first 
round of official talks on Monday 
night. The second round is sche- 
duled for Friday after Tito comes 
back to Cairo from a three-day 
visit to Alexandria. 


Jordan upset 

Our Amb Affairs Reporter adds: 

Cairo’s current’ exchanges with 
Dr. Jarring appeared to de upset- 
ting Jordan, which apparently fears 
Cairo is moving towards negotiation 
of a separate settlement of its own 
claims. Unconfirmed reports last 
night said King Hussein plans to 
visit Cairo within a week. Ammen 
undoubtedly fears that Sadat is 
making contacts with Syria, Libya, 
Sudan, and even Lebanon, on cur- 
rent Middle East developments — 
ignoring Jordan. 

There have been intensive consul- 
tations in Amman with its Am- 
bassador to Cairo and with the 
Egyptian envoy, but the situation 
is still unclear. Yesterday Jordan 
Premier Wasfi e-Tel held talks with 
Dr. Ahmed Hassan el-Fikki, Egypt's 
Ambassador to London, who arrived 
unexpectediy in Amman. 

The Jordanians are undoubtedly 
irritated by Sadat’s bid to have the 
Big Four act for a solution of the 
Suez Canal problem and that of 
the Palestinian people. In an ob~ 
-vious demonstration of dissatisfac- 
tion over Sadat's comments te 
“Newsweek,” Amman Radio yester- 
day gave prominence to Sadat’s 
confirmation of his readiness to ex- 
tend the consents; ἴον ταταοὶ ls 
vigation through an 
tioning of foreign troops in Sharm 
e-Sheikh.

Israel may consider 
Egyptian response as 
sign of progress 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

Political circles in Jeruselem sug- 
gested yesterday that Israel might 
choose to treat the Egyptian reply 
to the Jarring “questionnaire” as the 
equivalent of the overdue reply to 
the second Israeil overdue to Cairo. 
now over three weeks old. 

Lest Sunday, the Israel Cabinet 
had pointedly ignored Dr. Jarrinzg's 
hotly debated move, and announced 
that it still awaited receipt of 
Cairo’s comments on the latest pro- 
posals forwarded to it from Jeru- 
salem through the Special Represen- 
tative, Yesterday, however, the word 
was out that Dr. Jarring's “version” 
of the Israeli stand on the “essence 
of peace’ was close enough to the 
“original” ‘to warrant 4 careful con- 
sideration of the text of whatever 
statement Egypt ‘had decided to 
make in reply, without undue in- 
sistence on formality. 

Israel's attitude to the Egyptian 
statement, political circles Indicated 
wovki depend on its contents rather 
than on its misplaced address. It 
would be one thing !f the Egyptian 
Government were te go on record 
as favouring even the kind of gettle- 
ment advocated by President Sadat 
in the interview as published in 
“Newsweek” magazine this week. 


CENSORED VERSION 

It would be a wholly different 
thing, however, if the Egyptian rep- 
jy to Dr. Jarring were more in the 
style of Cairo's censored version of 
the Sadat interview, in which all 
mention of a “peace treaty” with 
Israel, and of commitments to the 
inviolability and political indepen- 
dence of ‘all states in the area “‘in- 
cluding Israel," had been excised. 

There was agreement in political 
circles that an unequivocal Egypt- 
jan undertaking to make a peace 
agreement with a sovereign Israe), 
whether spelled out in a letter to 
or through Dr. Jarring, was a pre- 
requisite to progress toward a ne- 
gotiated settlement. 


Once Israel's minimal preliminary 
demands had been met, it was said, 
discussions could immediately pro- 
ceed on, for example, the elaboration 
of peace principles and, at the same 
time, the drawing of maps. Israel 
was not opposed to tying up the 
issues of neace. and territories. On 
the contrary, it insisted that they 
were inextricably connected. “" 


The Israel position was under-" 
stood to be: the more peace, the 
less territory — and vice versa. 
The extent of the territory which 
Tsrael would be prepared to return to 
Egypt should depend directly on the 
“genuineness” of the peace which 
Egypt for its part would be ready 
to make with Israel. Then, only 
Minor territorial changes might be 
necessary, 


INTERIM ARRANGEMENT 


This meant that despite the Is- 
rael Government's official position 
of “total peace or nothing,” the pos- 
sibility of sume acceptable “interim 
arrangement” was not ruled ovt in 
advance, i the discussions showed 
that it represented the only feasibla 
kind of settlement. This was pre- 
viously thought to be the somewhat 
dissident position of Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan, ‘but it now-ap- 
pears to be shared by some other 
Cabinet members who were previous- 
ly belleved to have held the oppo- 
site view. 

Meanwhile, the tendency ip Jeru- 
salem is to pass over the matter 
of Dr, Jarring's “exceeding his au- 
thority,” however grevious it might 
have been, and to concentrate on 
extracting the maximum benefit for 
Israel from the peace envoy’s in-, 
itjative. Polemics with Dr. Jarring, 
said one observer, would get Is- 
rael nowhere.

Egypt offers recognition 
if immigration halted 


UNITED NATIONS (Keuter). — 


Egypt has offered, “for the first 


time,” to recognize the legal existence of Israel as a sovereign state 
on condition that it limita the immigration of Jews, Mohammed el 
Zayyat, the Egyptian U.N. Ambassador, was yesterday quoted as 
saying in an interview published here. 


The interview, with the New 
York “Post,” was given on Monday 
after Dr. El Zayyat delivered to the 
U.N. peace envoy, Dr. Gunnar Jar- 
ring, Catro's answer to his recent 
peace initiative. 

Dr. el Zayyat said in the inter- 
wiew that it was the first time in 
25 years that the Israelis were 
being offered existence as a sover- 
eign Jewish state, as long as they 
forgo any claim to represent or 
gather in the Jews of the world 
Be said he thought the chance of 
such ap offer would never come 
again. 

The Egyptian envoy was quoted 
as saying that while such restric- 
tlons might seem Ike “a moral Hm- 
itation” to the world’s Jews, “as 
far as we are concerned, it is a 
security problem.” This problem 
would have to be resolved in any 
settlement. 

Dr. Jarring’s peace initiative is 
believed to have taken the form of 
a series of “leading ms” on 
substantive aspects of a settlement.

US. hits plan 
for building

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The State 
Department yesterday sharply cri- 
ticized Israel’s plan to construct 
large-scale housing projecta in the 
hills around Jerualem geized from 
the Arabs in the June, 1967, war. 

Department spokesman Robert 
McCloskey said the U.S. Govern- 
ment found such @ plan “unaccept- 
able” because it would affect the 
final status of the city, which is 
yet to be determined. 

The spokesman sald he did not 
know whether the U.S. yet had 
made any formal representations 
to the Israeli Government concern- 
ing the housing plan, announced on 
Monday by Israel's Minister of 
Housing Ze'ev Sharef. He said, how- 
ever, that “we have made clear 
repeatediy in the past that we can- 
not accept any unilateral action 
that would affect final action of the 
status of the city.” 

Mr. McCloskey declined to say 
just why the U.S. felt that building 
housing in the territory concerned 
for Israeli residents would afiect the 
final status of the city, declaring 
only “in our judgment it could” 

In a prompt reaction to the U.S. 
statement, Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek said last night that Israel's 
right to develop Jerusalem was 
undisputed. Speaking to an Israel 
Broadcasting interviewer, the mayor 
said that Israel's aim was to build 
ἃ better city for ali Jerusalemites, 
and it was wrong to inject politics 
Into this. On this issue there was 
no dispute between himself and Min- 
ister of Housing Ze'ev Sharef, Mr. 
Kollek said.

Along with many other major 
Amefican cities, New York has a 
desperate shortage of low-cost 
housing. It has became 90 uneco- 
nomic for landlords to maintain 
- rent-controlied flats, and so costly 
to build new ones that, over the 
past two years, only an estimated 
6,000 low-rental houses have begun 
to be built. In this same period, 
24,000 housing units, which could 


their landlords. Meanwhile, New 
York's waiting list for low-cost 
homes has grown to 135,000 fami- 
1168. 


AFFLICTION OF POOR 


m0 is a common af- 
fiction of the poor. Fires are fre- 
quent in tenement apartments, 
buildings collapse or becorte unin- 
habitable because the heating or 
plumbing systems fail into disre- 
pair beyond the landlord's means to 
repair. When bereft familles need 
immediate homes, it used to be the 
policy of the New York Welfare 
Department to house them tempo- 
rarily in ‘hotels, just for, a night 
or two until a suitable flat could 
be found. But there are no longer 
any guitable flats, for 
large families, and measure 
which used to be used as a last 
resort has become commonplace and 
permanent 
‘In fact the whole ..bureaucratic 
mess whieh surrounds the welfare 
system has made it the simplest 
solution, siité ofé city rule puts 
a ceiling of around $200 (IL700) 
a month rental which the Welfare 
Department may pay for a desti- 
tute family, while another ruje says 
there is no restriction on the sum 


the Department can hand over to 
hotels for “emergency housing”. 


Consequently there have been 
cases where ἃ mother on welfare 
relief has found herself a new 
home for, say, $225 (IL787.50) a 
month rent, only to be refused by 
a Welfare Department which opts 
instead to maintaln her and her 
children indefintely in a squalid 
hotel. room at four times. the cost 
to the taxpayers, and hopeless dis- 
comfort for the tenant. 

Im New York City the economy 
of poverty [5 bitterly unjust. If you 
are middle-class and white a decent 
$200-a-month apartment 15 hard but 
not impossible to find, with few 
questions asked #bout your source 
of income. If you are poor and 
black and a mother with several 
children who have 00 visible father, 
it ‘Is out of the question even though 
the landlord has the security of the 
Welfare Department meeting the 
rent. Likewise hotel accommodation. 
TE you are white and well-dressed 
you can walk into a New York 
hotel, a stranger Off the street 
with no bh : but ἃ credit card, 
and the choice of rooms [5 yours 
at the es Boing rate. But 
if it is the Welfare Department, 
and not the American Express, 
which is picking up the bill, the 
chances are that you will either be 
refused or relegated to the kind of 
room which would make a Harlem 
tenement look pretty. 


Most New York hotels close their 
doors to welfare cases. But about 
ἃ hundred of them, most of which 
had been failing inta decay and 
losing money, have found dealing 
with the Welfare Department a 
highly profitable business. Because 
“welfare people” have a reputation 
for messing up their living accom- 
modation, the botel owners have 
colly upped their rates to far more 
than they could ever charge a nor- 
mal guest. And because permanent 
housing for the poor is so hard 
to find, the temporary housing in 
hotels has fasted and lasted... some- 
times as long as two years. 


PAYING HEAVY 

It has been alleged by New York 
Con; 1. Koch that the city 
has paid out $1,240 (114,340) a week 
to house a family of 13 in an un- 
pretentious hotel in the Bronx, and 
$789 (12,761) for a family of 14 
in a hotel in Queens. Currently, the 
cost of keeping the poor in hotels 
is running at $7,500,000 a year. 
The total being paid out for all 
forms of accommodation for New 
York's welfare cases is $300 million 
8 year, and the city’s entire wel- 
fare budget (which also includes 
supplying money for food, clothing 
and other essentials) was 2 record 
$1,700,000,000 last year, and con- 
tinues to soar. 


In a political move aimed at 
forcing. the federal and state gov- 
ernments to take more of their 
share of the city’s unbearable wel- 
fare costs, New. York's Mayor John 
Lindsay hes rejected this year’s 
‘budget. of $2,200;000,000 by hia own 
welfare department, claiming that 
the city’s taxpayers can no longer 
continue to meet the rising price 
of weifare. So far these costs have 
been met at the expense of other 
vital community services, like edu- 
cation and health care. And so far 
Congress has failed to act upon a

limited programme of federal aid 
for the poor, as proposed by Presi- 
dent Nixon. 

In cities like New York, more 
than money is involved. In the past 
two or three years there has been 
ἃ growing, unrest among 
working-class whites, struggling to 
make ends meet on subsistence 
wages in an inflationary economy. 
Most of New York's welfare clients 
are black and unemployed, many 
costing the city far more than the 
Working-clags whites tan ever hope 
to earn, even with all the overtime 
they can get. There is fuel for a 
violent race riot here, thistime with 
whites as avengers. 

The scandel of the welfare hotels 
has brought the chaos of the welfare 
system to public attention as no 
other aspect of it has ever dofe. 
Ironically, it has not been the wide- 
fy publicised conditions in the 
Broadway Central ~~ where child- 
ren sleep several to a bug-infested 
bed. and where drug addicts with 
murder in their eyes roam the cor- 
ridors, terrorising the inhabitants 
— which have shocked ali those 
New Yorkers who are solvent. In 
a city where It is necessary to 
bulld 2 shell of indifference around 
oneself to survive with sanity, it 
has been only too easy for people 
to close their eyes and ears to all 
this. 


PASSING CONCERN 
Even the worst of the welfare 
hotel stories have caused only pas- 
sing concern — like that of the 
two children killed by falling down 
a hotel's unprotected lift shaft; 
like the little girl who innocently. 


opened her hotel bedroom door to. 


have lye thrown in her face by an 
addict about to burgle for a “‘fix," 
like the mothers who ‘are 50 scared 
to stay in their unlocked hotel 
rooms that they ride the dirty New 
York subway trains for hours, 
clutching their exhausted children. 

Instead, the real shock came 
when three Welfare Department 
workers (whether out of naivete, 
despair or deliberate intention 1s not 
clear) lodged a homeless black 
mother and her four children in 
the Waldorf-Astoria for a couple of 
nights — a hotel more used to put- 
ting up royalty and diplomats, To 
its credit, the Waldorf-Astoria ac- 
cepced the family without comment 
at its normal rate of $76.32 a 
night for the five — ‘high by the 
standards of most New Yorkers, but 
a bargain compered with the out- 
rageous charges of the sleazy wel- 
fare hotels. It was the first wel- 
fare case ever to reach the Wai- 
dorf, and an assistant manager of 
the hotel made the caim comment 
that “the Waldorf does not dis- 
criminate on the basis of race, 
creed, colour or even economic situ- 
ations, so long as it gets paid.” 

Mayor Lindsay was furious at 
the three welfare workers, aware 
that the unfavourable publicity over 
the Waldorf affair had probably 
done his case for Federal aid much 
harm, He demanded their suspension, 
then quickly retracted the demand 
when the rest of the Welfare De- 
partment threatened to strike in 
sympathy. A spokesman for Mr. 
Lindsay described the Mayor as be- 
ing “deeply angered and outraged” 
by the incident. 

‘But the remark that wil be most 
remembered came from the wife of 
California's ultra-conservative Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan, who booked 
into the Waldorf a few days after 
the black family hed left. It was 
worthy of Marle Antoinette. “I am 
shocked," said the elegant Mrs. 
Reagan, a former film star like 
her husband. “There must be some- 
where else to put these people...”

came to stay at the Waldorf

DETROIT (AP). 

L¥= among computers and the 

daily routine of office work was 

a bore to Nancy Saastamoinen. So 

she left her job tu do what she 

wanted. She's now a blacksmith for 
the Detroit Police Department. 

The pert 130-pounder had to fight 
her own women’s liberation battle 
to get the job as one of twoblack- 
smiths, who tend to the 50 horses 
in the department's mounted divi- 
sion, 

Miss Saastamoinen, who is in her 
early 30s, says, “1 just like work- 
ing around horses. There's more to 
it than just nailing on shoes.” She 
hopes someday to be a veterinarian, 
but had to fight from the bottom 
up to get her job. She passed the 
qualifications test for a blacksmith 
four months ago. 

Of Finnish descent, she and her 
family moved to Detroit from Ne- 
gaunee in Michigan’s upper penin- 
sula after an uncle was kiiled in a 
mine disaster. She became a com- 
puter operator for an automobile 
manufacturer but tired of the rou- 
tine. A job came up, Being an out- 
rider at a racetrack. She quit the 
computers and took to the saddle, 
leading the racehorses to the gate 
and galloping to the rescue if any 
horse tumbled. ‘She still has the job, 
but it's only six months a year. 
An advertisement in the newspa- 
per for a hostter's position caught 
her attention.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
‘BHERSHEBA. — The prosecution's 
star witness was called up in Beer- 
shebe District Court yesterday to 
testify against 23-year-old Roger 
Guy Laurent, a Swiss journalist 
trom Geneve charged with the mur- 
der Kast Weptember of 19-year-old 
Jeanine Verdon, a French tourist. 
The svitness was Philip Chafin, a 

French national living in Eilat. 

Chafin told tke court he met 
Laurent ἃ month after the murder. 
They bad a few drinks together, 
and Laurent asked him whether he 
had ever killed someone. Chafin ‘re- 
Plied that during the French-Al- 
Berian war he had shot soldiers on 
the opposing side. Laurent replied 
he didn’t mean that type of killing, 
but slaying someone close to him. 

He — Laurent — had kilied people 
in Switzerland and Turkey, and if 
Chafin did not believe him, he would 
show him the body of a person he 
had kified recently in Eulat. Laurent 
then allegedly took Chafin to a 
garbage dump outside the town, 
uncovered some rubbish and under- 
neath, wrapped in a piece of saii- 
tloth, was the decomposed body of 
the murdered girl. Chafin reported 
this to the police. 

According to the charge sheet, 
Laurent invited Miss Verdon to his 
home, on the evening of September 
30 ‘and propositioned her. When she 
refused, he allegedly shot and killed 
her, and folowed this by an act 
of sexual intercourse. 

He then tied a rope around her 
peck, and proceeded with a second 
round of sexual intercourse. After 
that, according to Pollce, he wrap- 
ped her body in the sailcloth. 

%n his statement to the Police 
after his arrest, Laurent said he had 
a few drinks with Miss Verdon that 
avening and invited her to hi's place. 
‘There they both disrobed and spent 
Ume ‘kbssing each other, and then 

in intercourse. He did not 
remember what happened after- 
wards, but he does remember wrap- 
‘Ping the body in the saficloth and 
hiding it, in the hope it would not 
de discovered. 

: (fle said his father was an ail- 


coholic and he — the defendant — 
fell on his head at the age of 12 
amd had to spend some time in a 
hospital and other institutions. He 
eventually became 2 journalist, and 
worked for “‘La Suisse," coming to 
Israel on November 11, 1969. He 
spent some time in Kibbutz Tel 
Yosef, and later dug with a team 
of archaeological workers at the 
Western Wall. From there he went 
the Kibbutz Afek, and ister to Eiat, 
where he loaded cases of Sweppes 
beverages onto trucks. In the mean- 
time, he experimented with LSD 
and hashish. 

An opinion by Dr. Zafirirah Ash- 
kenazi, a Beersheba psychiatrist, 
signed on February 1, 1971. said 
Laurent was fit to stend trial, and 
that he has an aggressive nature, 
which he probably expresses In his 
sex life. He has no feeling for other 
people and was probably under the 
influence of alchohol and narcotics 
when he allegedly committed the 
murder. 

The trial continues today, and a 
verdict is expected in several months.
